prescribed for use by the same person within any period of 
ten days and no prescription shall be filled more than once 


The word "liquor" is construed by the act to mean any 


beverage of an intoxicating nature. But the phrase "spirituous 
iquor by the same authority is given a meaning distinctive 
•rom 
vinous, malt or fermented 
liquor" and accordingly 


rtands for distilled liquor commonly known as spirits.

>nly for distilled spirits does the law impose any 
limitation 


upon the quantity which may be prescribed 
for medicinal
